May I also ask you to go into the waeuthen of the 
ditencenune between your initial estimate of $3.50 for a running 
foot of the book shelving, or $227. for sixty-five (65) feet 
of it which was our original estimate of what we required, and 
the second estimste of approximately the same figure for forty 
odd fect of shelving? It seems to me this difference is greater
